The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 12 (currently amended). A biosensor for measuring bone mineral density, 
comprising: a stimulating source; a transducer having at least one cantilever beam 
disposed thereon, wherein the surface of said cantilever beam is immobilized with 
antibodies against TRAP 5a, TRAP 5b or total TRAP; a signal detecting unit for 
detecting signal changes from said transducer; and a signal processing unit for 
retrieving and analyzing said signals. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 12-16 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record (Halleen et al.) fails to teach or fairly suggest a transducer having at least one 
cantilever beam disposed thereon, and that the surface of the cantilever beam is 
immobilized with antibodies against TRAP 5a, TRAP 5b, or total TRAP, in combination 
with the remaining features and elements of the claimed invention. While Halleen et al. 
discloses utilizing p-nitrophenyl phosphate (pNPP) as a substrate and placing the 
antibodies in microtiter wells, it does not appear obvious that a person of ordinary skill in 
the art would be motivated to substitute Halleen's substrate (pNPP) or microtiter wells

for a cantilever beam since it does not appear that Halleen teaches or fairly suggests 
having a detection device that measures small changes in the deflection of a 
micromechanical device such as a cantilever beam which has been coated with 
antibodies against TRAP 5a, TRAP 5b, or total TRAP.
